Ninety-eight  percent 
of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness — 
our  carelessness.  This,  we — you — and  I  can  do  some- 
thing about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out- 
of-doors  burning  or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high 
fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations — hours,  etc.,  govern- 
ing the  use  of  the  town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting 
yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  con- 
cern of  all  of  us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing 
them  is  ours  and  the  costs  of  extinguishing  are  ours. 
We  can  do  something  about  this  problem,  by  being 
aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating 
with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leav- 
ing them. 
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5.     See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned. 
p]veryone  will  benefit  by  it.

4.  Health  record 

5.  Objective  test  results 

6.  Character  ratings 

7.  School  activities  and  interests 

8.  Entrance    and    withdrawal    record 

The  objective  is  to  construct  a  growing,  perma- 
nent record  of  valid  information  which  will  accompany 
each  child  throug'hout  his  school  life. 

The  cumulative  record  kept  up  to  date  furnishes 
information  which  will  be  invaluable  in  making  pupil 
adjustments.  Principals  and  teachers  find  its  great- 
est value  in  determining  status  and  growth  in  the 
child's  general  and  specific  area  development,  in  plan- 
ning new  programs  and  grade  placement. 

The  task  facing  the  leaders  of  education  is  to  so 
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organize  and  administer  our  educational  institutions 
that  the  best  interest  of  every  individual  will  be  serv- 
ed and  that  this  process  will,  at  the  same  time,  con- 
tribute to  the  fundamental  quality  of  our  culture  and 
add  strength  to  our  national  character.  We  must 
make  sure  that  the  maximum  cultivation  of  the  indi- 
vidual's intellectual,  moral,  artistic  and  spiritual  ca- 
pacity that  makes  of  him  a  free  person,  yields  also  the 
protection  and  perpetuation  of  those  institutions  that 
are  essential  to  a  free  society. 

Like  so  many  other  departments  of  our  society 
and  culture,  our  educational  establishment  at  many 
points  is  comfortable  and;  soft.  At  times  we  have 
been  far  too  willing  to  entertain  and  to  tolerate  when 
we  should  have  disciplined,  directed,  and  inspired — 
inspired  by  great  teaching,  of  the  type  that  moves 
the  mind  to  a  love  of  knowledge  and  to  an  insatiable 
demand  to  possess  and  to  create  it,  directed  by  wisdom 
that  grasps  the  proper  ends  of  learning ;  and  disciplined 
by  that  internal  discipline  whereby  a  moral  person 
orders  his  life,  determines  the  means  appropriate  to 
his  ends,  and  achieves  a  proper  integration  of  his  in- 
tellect and  affections. 

The  schools  of  Effingham  are  an  investment  in 
people  and  represent  a  significant  part  of  our  vast 
heritage  which  we  Americans  enjoy.  One  of  the  fun- 
damental and  most  vital  parts  of  our  governmental 
structure  is  the  guarantee  of  free,  public  and  universal 
education  locally  administered.  It  is  my  sincere  hope 
that  the  citizens  of  Effingham  will  continue  their  sup- 
port of  this  created  obligation.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

During  the  school  year  1960-61  the  regular 
screening  programs  for  vision,  hearing,  height  and 
individual  inspections  were  carried  out  for  each  pupil. 
The  Snellen  Chart  and  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test- 
ing equipment  were  used  for  the  eye  tests.  The  Maico 
Pure  Tone  Audiometer  was  used  to  check  each  pupil's 
hearing. 

Medical  examinations  and  urine  tests  were  given 
to  each  child  with  Dr.  Dutton  the  examining  physician. 
The  following  defects  were  found  at  that  time ;  1  case 
of  gingivitis,  4  needing  teeth  corrections,  3  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  2  cases  with  inguinal  hernia,  3  with  very  poor 
posture,  3  showed  sugar  and  1  albumen  in  the  urine. 

Notes,  home  or  telephone  calls  were  made  on  all 
defects  found. 

The  Mount  Whittier  Lions  Club  gave  assistance 
with  eye  care  for  two  school  children. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Effingham  Grange, 
State  Department  of  Health,  Effingham  Department  of 
Education  and  local  medical  services  38  pupils  re- 
ceived booster  shots  of  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  and  11  re- 
ceived booster  shots  for  continued  protection  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  on  January 
19,  1961. 

One  pupil  attended  the  orthopedic  clinic  held  at 
North  Conway  Hospital  on  May  10,  1961  for  evalua- 
tion of  a  defect.  This  clinic  was  sponsored  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health's  Crippled  Children's 
Services.
